Tho wheat grain haa a central 
kernel called the •>nroaperm’*. n 
Is highly nutritious, designed for 
the uao of tho developing. seed, 
and makes up about 16 per cent of 
the grain. This ia the part that re­ 
mains when wheat Is refined and 
tuade into white flour. 
Surrounding this endosperm is 
an outer envelope of cellulose, or 
bran, which is left in 
with 
tho 
flour to make whole wheat. 
The bran contains vitamin 
B 
and when it la removed from the 
flour that takes away the only 
vitamin bread has. 
The 
whole 
wheat advocates make much of 
this, hut they fall to explain that 
there is a great deal of vitamin B 
In other parst of any meal. 
The bran also provides rough­ 
age, which stim ulates the move­ 
ments of the intestinal tract. Un­ 
fortunately. It does so very e ffi­ 
ciently In some people and stom- 
uch and intestinal specialists seo 
many patients who are sick just 
because they have been eating too 
much bran. Terhaps they havo ov- 
«r-empha«l»ed this lately.
